Soil conditions, too, are often not of the best. Top- 
soil is thin and insufficient, and if successful plant- 
ing is to be done, adequate depths of fertile soil must 
be added.

Landscape improvements on home grounds, old 
or new, vary greatly in size and type, just as houses 
vary.

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“Planting Near the Sea 


Gardening near the seashore on Cape Cod in- 
volves in many cases problems not encountered in 
less exposed situations. 

Generally speaking, it is not so much winter- 
hardiness which concerns us, for the fact that “‘we 
face four seas’? means that temperatures in both 
winter and summer do not reach the extremes ex- 
perienced inland. Indeed many fine plants such as 
the Blue Hydrangeas, Firethorn, Butterfly Bush and 
Abelia are reliable and winter-hardy here. 

The prevailing salt-laden winds of summer when 
plant growth is young and tender do sharply curtail 
the number of shrubs, trees and evergreens that can 
succeed in sea exposure. 

Rugosa roses, bayberry, beach plum, Russian olive 
and the more recently introduced Japanese black 
pines are most resistant. But if a sturdy windbreak is 
provided on the windward side, a surprising number 
of the less resistant kinds of plants will succeed on 
the sheltered side. Good soil preparation and close 
planting to provide mass effects are essential for 
survival. 

Our long experience in seashore gardens, knowl- 
edge that comes often from trial and error through 
the years, enables us to recommend wisely and to 
plant successfully.

Where existing topsoil is thin and light, as it is in 
most parts of Cape Cod, its depth must be made ade- 
quate and its quality built up by proper fertilization. 
Soil preparation should be thorough and of uniform 
depth. Nothing equals good fertile topsoil loam, of a 
minimum depth of eight inches. 


Most of the better grasses prefer a slightly acid soil. 


Chemical fertilizers promote a quick start, but they 
should be supplemented with organic fertilizers for 
soil building. 

Our long experience with Cape Cod soils has 
enabled us to prepare and recommend our own Cape 
Cod Lawn Seed Mixtures for sun, shade and sea- 
shore. We sell thousands of pounds of these mix- 
tures each season.

The one best time of the year for lawn seeding is 
from late August to mid-October.

Cape Cod is surprisingly rich in the variety and 
character of its native plant materials. We believe in 
these native plants. We use them constantly in our 
landscape plantings. 


Typical among the trees are the Cedars, Birches, 
Red Maples, Beeches and Oaks. 


The beautiful American Holly is a true native of 
Cape Cod. It is hard to transplant from the wild 
satisfactorily, but our nursery-grown plants are very 
successful.

Hedges well maintained have a trimness and a 
touch of the architectural which is often appro- 
priate. They have the added advantage of compact- 
ness, and are effective in limited areas. 

Where space permits, it is often preferable to have, 
instead of a hedge, an informal border of various 
kinds of flowering shrubs, carefully arranged as to 
height at. maturity and well planned for variety and 
succession of bloom throughout the season. 

These selections lend themselves well to hedge 
uses. They are equally good, of course, grown nat- 
urally as specimens and in mixed plantings.

Vines are among the most versatile and useful 
plants. Some cling tightly to any surface; some need 
trellises or walls for support; others are trailing in 
nature and provide permanent ground covers. 

They produce flowers, foliage, and often fruits of 
great beauty and usefulness. They are quick-grow- 
ing, reliable, and of low cost. 

For ground covers, grass is of course the most com- 
monly used, for self-evident reasons. In areas where 
grass will not thrive, certain of these ground-cover 
plants are most useful. 

In dense shade Pachysandra, Ground Myrtle and 
certain kinds of Ferns and Ivy are effective. 

For covering steep slopes, many trailing plants do 
well if given the necessary fertile soil. 

Often we reproduce the typical naturalistic Cape 
Cod ground cover by collecting and planting turfs 
of some of these local natives.
